Manilla., Oct. 21. — Reinforcements 


are being rushed to the island of 
Samar. Three hundred and thirty ma- 
rines under Lieutenant Colonel Man- 
ell C. GSbdreil have gone there on 
board the United States cruiser New- 
York, and two battalions of Twelfth 
infantry will start immediately for the 
same uestinarion. 


The troops in Samar anucipaie 


hard fighting. Brigadier General Ja- 
cob H. Smith, who is in command, has 
visited most of the ports and instruct- 
ed the commanders that the insurrec- 
tion mast be hammered out. and Gen- 
eral Lukban. the insurgent leader, 
captured. Already the movement of 
troops has begun. 


Genera! LaCuaa, who surrendered 


last May. has complained to General 
Chaffee that the terms upon which he 
and his force surrendered have not 
been respected by th« Americans. He 
exhibits a document signed by himself 
and Genera! Frederick Funston, in 
which he and his force are granted 
immunity in respect of all acts com- 
muted contrary to the laws of war. 
Since this document was executed 
several of LaCuna's officers and men 
hare been tried, condemned and sen- 
tenced to death for killing American 
prisoners. General Funston says that 
when it was signed he gave LaCuna 
orally to understand that the killing 
of American prisoners was excepted. 
LaCuna admits that something was 
said on the subject, but says no thor- 
ough understanding was reached, and 
he considers the written agreement 
binding. 


Owing to vigilance of Lieut. T. M. 


Baines, Jr., of the Ninth United States 
Infantry, another slaughter of Ameri- 
can troops by insurgents has been 
averted. He discovered a prisoner re- 
entering a cell at Carbiga, island of 
Samar, where several were confined, 
through a hole that had been let in 
the valL An investigation showed a 
plan to fill the jail with bolomen and 
to call the guard, which would be nec- 
essary to get the door open, and then 
to attack the garrison. It also devel- 
oped that the instigators were a priest 
and the presidente, both of whom have 
been arrested, together with several 
other prominent persons. Other at- 
tempts have been discovered, but for- 
tunately frustrated, at Pambujan and 
other points in Samar. Several per- 
sons have been arrested in connection 
with these.

YALE COLLEGE 


Celebrating the Two Hundredth Anni- 


versary of its Founding. 


New Haven, Oct. 2L—Yale universi- 


ty is celebrating the two hundredth 
anniversary of tie founding of Yale 
college. The bicentennial of the great 
institution of learning was ushered in 
with ceremonies essentially religions. 
The city, proud in its function as a 
seat of learning, had bedecked itself 
in Yale's 
colors, and presented a 


splendid spectacle. Blue draperies 
were intertwined with new-cut erer- 
green, and this general scheme of 
color was broken only by the graceful 
folds of the stars and stripes. From 
the simple school of 1701 Yale found 
herself a great university, developed 
through the years from a one-building 
institution down through her "brick 
row" to a campus, thence to a second 
campus and now to a third, and 
stretching out in her departmental 
building to territory as great again.

Chicago dentist, Mrs. Charlotte Xi- 
chol. wife of W. JL. Xichol, Jr.. com- 
mercial agent of the Xashrllle. Chat- 
tacooga and Si. Louis railroad, commit- 
ted suicide in the Marlborough hotel. 
Burnett also tried to end his life at 
the same time, but was unsuccessful. 
The two were found !n their rooms, 
both streuhed across the bed. the 
woman dead and Burnett with his 
neck pierced with a hat p:n. a bottle 
of morphine clutched in his hand and 
the gas turned on from every one of 
the six jets in the suite. Dr. Burnett 
is still alive and has been arrested. 
In one of the rooms was found a note 
written by the woman which told her 
reason for the act. 
She said: "To 


whom it may concern: I did it because 
I loved him better than anything on 
earth aad he loved me and we could 
not be separated. Goody. Charlotte." 


The note, supplemented with a 


statement made by Dr. Burnett, tells 
of the tragedy enacted by the two 
lovers. 
According to the dentist's 


story he met Mrs. Xicho! while yet a 
young girl in Nashville, Tenn.. and 
fell in love with her. Burnett moved 
to Chicago and married several years 
afterward. "Our love is still strong 
for each other." said Burnett, "and 
she moved to Chicago to be near. We 
were together nearly every day. There 
seemed, however, to be a constant re- 
morse on her part on account of the 
daal life she was leading. Saturday 
we went down town together, and 
after several drinks she proposed sui 
cide to me, and we went to the Marl 
borough hotel and she produced a hot 
tie of morphine she had hidden in her 
dress. She again asked me to die 
with her and I consented. Then she 
swallowed nearly all the contents of 
the bottle and handed it to me. 
1 


drank what was left, but believing 
that I had not taken enough to prove 
fatal. I tried to end my life by stick 
ins the hat pin into my neck. I saw 
this was also going to be a failure, so 
I turned ali the gas on and laid down 
to die." 


Burnett stated that ins wife knew 


nothing of his attachment for Mrs. 
Xichol. A policeman who was sent 
to the Xichol home to notify Mr. Ni- 
cho! of the tragedy found no one 
there but the two little children of 
the dead woman, one a boy of S and 
the other a little girl of 4 years. They 
told the policeman that their father 
was out looking for their mother.

Paris, Oct. 21. — Two meetings of 


the delegates of the miners" federa- 
tion were held at St. Etienne without 
any decision being reached upon the 
question of the threatened strike.

It siauds :U tbe from gate- of the 
Bible as in u;y Cret text, iuviiiiig aiice- 
diluviaos into Noah's ark. anil it »iands 
at the uthor gate of the Rible as ia iuy 
second text, iavhiiig the ix>stJiluvian.s of 
all later ages iuio the ark uf a Saviour's 
mercy. "Coace" is only a word of four 
letters, but it is the queen of words, and 
nearly the entire nation of English vo- 
cabulary bows to its scepter. 
It is an 


oceau into which empties ten thousand 
rivt-rs of meaning. Other words drive, 
but this beckons. All moods of feeling 
hath that word "Code." Sometimes it 
weeps aud soiuctiuies it laughs.
